Berlin, Sept. 27.— President IUw>ae- 
velt*a atin«ium**ment Saturday of his in- 
tention to call a aei'oml fieaie conference 
of the nation* of the world, whose work 
should lie supplemental to that of The 
Hague arbitrathm mnferem'e, attract* 
much attention here. The foreign of- 
fi(*e expnwaea itnelf generally aa sympa 
thetic tuwanl the idea, if the pre«ident*s 
pro|K)aitiona are c*onflriiieil to practical 
tangible miwsiirea, without attempting 
anything like a genera! disarmament oi 
an adjudh*ation of ditAcuItieii which 
touch the sovereignty and honor of the 
states, aa would be involveil in any 
•<‘heme of eompulaory arbitration. 

Tlie foreign idSee ejnphasiEe* tlie fact, 
that Germany regard* TIm* Hague arhi 
tration <*mirt a* an iaatitiition capable 
of furtlmr development along practical 
line*. .\m<mg the foreign embaaaie* 
here it waa learned by a repreacntative 
Of the .AsMH'iateil Pres* that the Idea of 
ing the Ru*so--la|Ninese war would lie 
considcn*! imipportiine hy Ru**U. a* 
4|ue*tion* now iiml«*r eontroveray la*- 
twi*en Ru**ia and several neutral |Niwer* 
woiikl moat likely rome before it. 

The nei*e**ity for a eonferenee after 
the war, to define eontralmtfti and th< 
extent to which neutral* may assist liel- 
ligerenls by the sak** ships and muni 
lions, in fully n**igiiiE(*l.
